To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Tyldesley  for  the  year  1964* 

STATISTICS 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  the 
population  of  the  district  has  again  shown  an  increase 9  being  179  540 
as  against  I79I8O  the  previous  year  and  17? 000  in  1962. 

During  the  year  under  review  320  live  births  occurredj  an  increase 
of  23  on  the  previous  year,  11  babies  were  still  born.  Relating  these 
figures  to  the  population9  the  adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  is  20.1  an _  • 

increase  of  1.1  on  the  previous  yearj  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  an 
increase  of  10,2  on  the  year  1963» 

During  the  year  there  was  ore^death  of  a  Mother  due  to  causes 
associated  with  childbirth.  The  risks  were  anticipated  and  the  patient 
had  been  under  continued  hospital  supervisionj  but  unfortunately  a 
toxaemia  which  failed  to  respond  to  treatment 9  proved  fatal, 

6  babies  died  during  their  first  year  of  life  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  I8.80  Of  these 9  3  occurred  within  the 
first  week 9  1  in  the  second  week  and  1  each  in  the  second  month  and 
third  month. 

In  general  9  the  mothers  of  the  town  make  good  use  of  the  Ante- 
Natal  care  facilities  available  to  them9  and  in  view  of  this-;  the 
high  Still  Birth  Rate  comes  as  a  disappointment. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (from  all  causes)  is  4  less  than  in 
the  previous  year;  being  200  and  17  less  than  in  I962  when  there  were 
217  deaths.  As  in  previous  years  the  main  cause  of  death  has  been 
disease  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  accounting  for  just  over  half 
of  the  total.  Relating  the  number  of  deaths  to  the  population  as  a 
whole  the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  13=1>  less  by  0,6  than  in  1963® 
Attention  is  drav/n  to  the  five  male  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
bronchus. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  personal  health  services  have  been  provided  in  the  district 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council;  through  its  Divisional  Health 
Administration  Scheme;  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  The  essential 
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information  in  relation  to  these  services  is  given  in  Section  B  of  this 
report.  Should  you  require  further  details  I  would  refer  you  to  my 
Annual  Report  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

SARITARY  CIRCdi'^STARCES 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  have  been  kept  under 
close  supervision.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  food  and  water 
supplies j  housing  and  sanitation. 

Having  been  responsible  for  advising  the  Council  to  close  the 
public  sv;imming  baths  in  Union  Street  5  it  gave  me  very  great  pleasure 
to  be  present  at  the  official  opening  of  the  new  baths  in  Castle  Street. 
This  is  a  public  amenity  of  Y'ihich  the  toTO  can  rightly  be  proud  and  one 
for  which  the  Council  deserve  congratulations  in  effecting  such  an 
expeditious  replacement  of  the  old  out  dated  plunge.

SAlvITARY  CIRCUIviSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


GENERAL  INFOPTLiTION 


The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  urban  in  character 
concentrated  chiefly  in  the  north  and  centre ^  surrounded  by  an  area 
of  agricultural  landc 

The  main  industries  are  coal  mining^  cotton  spinning  and 
engineering^  with  a  small  number  in  agriculture. 

None  of  the  above  industries  appears  to  have  given  rise  to  any 
significant  increase  in  injuries  or  disabilities  of  any  occupational 
character  throughout  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Committee  are  responsible 
for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  the  water  supply  in  the  district. 

6  9 051  dv\relling  houses 5  with  a  population  of  IJ ^  49^  persons  are 
supplied  v/ith  water  from  public  mains.  11  houses  ?\rith  a  total  of  50 
occupants  draw  supplies  from  private  Y/ells  or  springs.  These  are 
situated  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district  and  the  dwellings  are  in 
connection  with  small  holdings  or  agricultural  land. 

203  nsv\r  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  tovm’s  ?/ater  mains. 

29  bacteriological  examinations  of  tow’s  mains  water  Y\rere  made 
during  the  year  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

6  bacteriological  examinations  of  sv/imming  bath  water  were  made 
during  the  year  and  5  reported  as  satisfactory  and  1  unsatisfactory. 

Water  mains  have  been  renewed  to  the  extent  of  IjAOO  lineal 
yards  to  existing  dv\^ellings  and  6^000  lineal  yards  to  new  dwellings. 

LRiilNAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Sewage  is  conducted  from  the  tovm  by  a  main  outfall  sewer  of 
24  inches  diameter  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Morley’s  Hall  9 
Astley.  Alumino  ferric  is  added  to  the  sev/age  which  then  passes 
through  precipitation  and  sedimentation  tanks  and  percolating  filters. 
The  effluent  from  the  filters  before  discharge  into  the  Black  or  Moss 
Brook  is  passed  through  humus  tanks.
